Trooper 
Jonathan Carter, 30, is listed in 
critical condition at Jackson 
Memorial Hospital in Miami. 

According to Metro-Dade Police 
Department reports, four off-duty 
FHP Troopers were working 
maintaining parking lot security 
at Miami Knights Entertainment 
Complex in Northwest Dade 
when two:black males, Marcille 
Robert Frost, 17, of Miami, and 
his cousin, 23, attempted to, enter 
the establishmeft. A private secu- 
rity guard employed by the night- 
club refused them admittance and 
it was discovered one of the males 
was carrying a concealed firearm.

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District releases water from. Lake Okeechobee 


The South Florida Water 
Management District and the 
U.S. Army Corps of-Engineers 
began releasing water from 
Lake Okeechobee in "pulses" 
through the St. Lucie an 
Caloosahatchee rivers before 
the lake level reached the 
maximum upper-level limit 
allowed this time of year. Such 
releases help avoid the need to 
discharge large volumes of 
fresh water all at once into 
coastal estuaries, 

"The pulse releases held 
avoid the need to discharge 
large amounts of water later 
that could damage these sen: 

. Sitive estuaries," said Sam 
Poole, executive director of the 
water management district. 
He said all available capacity 


to move water south from the 
lake through the Everglades is 
being used to remove excess 
rainfall. "As much water as 
possible will be sent through 
the conservation areas to 
Florida Bay, "Mr. Poole said. 
Heavy-rains--eight inches 
above average in the Upper 
Chain of Lakes since the 
beginning of the wet season on 
June 1, filled lakes in the 
upper Kissimmee valley to 
their capacity. This caused the 
need to send all excess 
drainage from these rains 
south in Lake Okeechobee. 
The lake level today is 16.41 
feet above mean sea level. 
This necessitates the pulse 
, releases under the Corps oper- 
ating schedule. 


These releases, which wil 


continue for 10 days, are | 
expected to remove at least; 


one-tenth of one foot of water 


from the lake. The need för" 


additionat 10 day pulses will 
be evaluated as conditions 
develop. 

The estuaries are being 
monitored for changes in 
salinity. Past research allows 
the District to correlate thése 
changes with environmental 
impacts. On-going research on 
the quality and quantity of all 
freshwater discharges into 
these estuaries is being used 
to fine-tune ways to protect 
the estuaries.

"I 
didn't want to hurt his bike 
and I didn't know if he was 
alive or dead. The only thing I 
knew to do was to pull him 
over to the side." 

Despite the heavy rains and 
her unconscious boyfriend, 
Angela somehow steered the 
motorcycle to the side of the

his neck. "The electricity went 
in through my helmet," he 
said. "It came out of my right 
toe, my big toe on my right 
foot." He was burned on his 
neck and face and his eyes 
were swollen shut by the light- 
ning blast but he would live to 
tell about his experience. 
Angela had no injuries and 
apparently was untouched by 
the lightning bolt. The motor- 
cycle sustained minor dam- 
ages. The fuses were blown out. 
and the gas tank was singed. 

It is an amazing story, of sur- 
vival considering that more 
people die from lightning 
strikes in Florida than in any 
other state. Between 1959 and 
1988 there were 271 lightning 
related deaths in Florida and 
about 700 injuries. In a typical 
year, 10 people are killed by 
lightning in the state. Most of 
those deaths, about 28 percent, 
occur in open fields and play- 
grounds. 

We have so many lightning 
injuries because we'háve'so 
much lightning. A typical line 
of thunderstorms is capable of 
producing several thousand 
lightning bolts over a two to 
three hour period. Most of 
those bolts go from one cloud to 
another but about 20 percent 
manage to reach the ground. 
That's enough to disrupt elec- 
tricity, start grass fires and 
hurt a lot of people. 

Obviously, the best place to 
be in a lightning storm is 
J| inside a sound structure not on 
a motorcycle on a rain-soaked 
highway. Brad doesn't'remem- 
ber much of the incident but 
Angela will never forget it. 
Neither will I.

The weather was bad and it 
was getting worse. Brad and 
Angela were soaked from the 
blinding rains. Negotiating the 
slick highway was getting pro- 
gressively difficult for Brad.” 
Lightning was everywhere 
Suddenly, it was right in front 
of him. * 

"The gentleman in the car 
behind me said he saw a f 
of white light,” Brad said. The 
lightning bolt struck Schafer's 
helmet knocking him uncon- 
scious. 

Angela, however, was wide 
awake and unhurt. "I didn't 
know what to do,” she said. "I 
didn't want to hurt his bike 
and I didn't know if he was 
alive or dead. The only thing I 
knew to do was to pull him 
over to the side, 

Despite the heavy rains and 
her unconscious boyfriend, 
Angela somehow steered the 
motorcycle to the side of the 
road, Another motorist called 
for an ambulance but would 
help arrive in time? 

Amazingly, Brad wis alive. 
The lightning bolt struck his 
helmet, blew off his face mask 
and knocked a gold chain from 
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his neck. "The electricity wept. 
in through my helmet," he 
said. "It came out of my right 
toe, my big toe on my right 
foot." He was burned on his 
neck and face and his eyes 
were swollen shut by the light- 
ning blast but he would live to 
tell about his experience. 
Angela had no injuries and 
apparently was untouched by 
the lightning bolt. The motor- 
cycle sustained minor dam- 
ages. The fuses were blown out 
and the gas tank was singed. 

It is an amazing story of sur- 
vival considering that more 
people die from lightning 
strikes in Florida than in any 
other state. Between 1959 and 
1988 there were 271 lightning 
related ded n Florida and 
about 700 injuries. In a typical 
year, 10 people are killed by 
lightning in the state. Most of 
those deaths, about 28 percent, 
occur in open fields and play- 
grounds 

We have so many lightning 
injuties because we have so 
much lightning. A typical line 
of thunderstorms is capable of 
producing'several thousand 
lightning bolts over a two to 
three hour period. Most of 
those bolts go from one cloud to 
another but about 20 percent 
manage to reach the ground. 
"hat's enough to disrupt elec- 
tricity, start grass fires and 
hurt a lot of people. 

Obviously, the best place to 
be in a lightning storm is 
inside a sound structure not on 
a motorcycle on. a rain-soaked 
highway. Brad doesn't remem- 
ber much of the incident but 
Angela will never forget it. 
Neither will I.

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Bicycle trip around Lake 
Okeechobee planned

This November, 30 to 40 
“hardy and hale mountain bicy- 
clists will attempt to circle 
Lake Okeechobee in an adven- 
turous feat very.few people 
have attempted. 

Avid and experienced 
cyclists, inclading an 8-year- 
old boy accompanied by his 
parents and a 76-year-old man 
from Wisconsin, have been 
invited to participate in Cir- 
cum-Okee I, a scenic 130-mile 
bike tour atop the Herbert 
Hoover Dike. 

The’four-day ride begins 
Thursday Nov. 3, in 
Indiántown at the picturesque 
Seminole Inn with a 10-mile 
ride to Port Mayaca and then 
proceeding south to Clewiston 
where the first night will be 
spent at the historic Clewiston 
Inn. 

The ride continues around 
the lake with the tour ending 
Sunday, Nov. 6, by return to 
the original departure point. 

The cyclists will average 
approximately 35-45 miles a 
day on a primitive, unim- 
proved service road that has 
been primarily utilized by the 
Army Corp of Engineers and 
the South Florida Water Man- 
agement District for lock 
maintenance. Circum-Okee I 
is sponsored. by the Greater 
Lake Okeechobee/Heartland 
Tourism Alliance, and eight 
county tourism association, to 
highlight the tourism potential 
of the new Lake Okeechobee 
Scenic Trail on top of the Her- 
bert Hoover Dike. 

In the past 50 years since 
the dike was constructed, on 
homes or other facilities have 
been allowed inside the dike. 
It was considered off-limits to 
the world. Only small numbers 
of people - mostly natives of 
the region or workers - have 
ridden: a motorized vehicle or 
bicycle, or hiked, the narrow 


shell-topped road around the 
; entire perimeter of the walled- 


in lake. All "these years the 
lake has been a fisherman's 
paradise.- but tHe dike's trail 
has been largely ignored for its 
potential to draw different 
kinds of tourist. 

However, a group of people, 
led by the City of Pahokee and 
Palm Beach County Planner, 
Vicki Silver, started clamoring 
for a bike path atop the road 
five years ago as a means of 
economic development for the 
lake's cities and towns. In 
1993, the road on top of the 
dike was officially designated 
as a "national recreation area" 
by the U.S. Forest Service and 
declared part of the Florida 
Trail. It was named the Lake 
Okeechobee Scenic Trail. 

Now the crown of jewels that 


surrounds the second largest | 


fresh-water: lake in the United 
States glimmers with attrac- 
tive appeal to all who seek the 
kind of natural Florida that 
long ago disappeared from the 
crowded coasts. 

Promoters of this first Cir- 
cum-Okee claim this year's 
orchestrated ride will bring 
additional tourism to the lake 
region. "The trail-around the 
lake can easily become the 
most popular winter ride in 
America," says Herbert Hiller, 
the vo|unteer coordinator of. 
Circum-Okee. "This bike tour 
shoüld result in a flow of 
cyclists: by. December and Jan- 
uary this year and increasing 
numbers every year after. 

Hiller's hand picked list of 
bike tour participants are like 
a Who's'Who.of cyclists. Each, 
with their own sphere of influ- 
ence, will get the word out 
among other cyclists about the 


trail. Dan Burdin, the state's - 
` bicycle coordinator with the | 


Florida Department of Trans- 
portation is riding as well as 
Mary Ann Koos, the state's 
trails coordinator. Two cyclists 
from the natjonal magazines, 
“Bicycling” and "Mountain 
Bicycling Action” will ride and 
take the story to the rest of the 
USA. 

Mountain bicycling is a 
growing sport attracting thou- 
sands of cyclists a year in the 
United States. Affluent cyclists 
take vacations to far off desti- 
nations just to ride new places. 
Marketing the trail should be 
fairly easy. The attractive fea- 
tures of the trail are its safety 
(no traffic) and great climate. 
Also, it is a closed circuit. A 
cyclist can Jeave his vehicle at 
one point and return to it sev- 
eral days later without having 
to backtrack. Some disadvan- 
tages at this point, thrills to 
some, include the threat of poi- 
sonous snakes, rough terrain 
where the grass and weeds on 
the trail has overgrown, and 
no quick exits off the dike 
when a storm descends. These 
hazards can be diminished, 
however, with proper planning 
and work is currently under- 
way to mitigate these prob- 
lems. The Florida Department 
of Transportation is launching 
a $4.9 million project to 
improve two-thirds of the trail 
to accommodate cyclists - and 
funding is being sought to fin- 
ish the remainder. But; as it is 
now, the trail is admittedly a 
challenge - just the sort of ride 
that intrigued the expert 
cyclists invited to participate 
in Circum-Okee I. In fact, 
when the trail is improved, 
these cyclists, for the most 
part, might look elsewhere for 
undiscovered trails. Then, 


cyclists. preferring less 
demanding rides will come in 
their place. 


Circum-Okee I is the brain- 
child of Mr. Hiller, a travel 


writer and author with such 
prestigious credits as the 
Atlantic Monthly, Washington 
Post, the Miami Herald and 
the Fodot's Travel Guides. His 
passion for the trail's potential 
» came from his own rapturous 
encounter with Lake Okee- 
chobee. In 1990 and again in 
1992, he cycled the entire dike 
alone in three days. He has 
sung its praises ever since. 

In addition to the trail ride, 
many of the cities and towns 
along the route are hosting 
special events, interpretive 
programs and barbecues. Resi- 
dents are manning water sta- 
tions for the riders. Local spon- 
sors, such as Barnett Bank, 
are helping fund the event. 
Free lodging is being provided 
for the cyclists, and many 
meals as well. The First 
Responders, EMS, Sheriffs 
Departments, the Ham Radio 
Clubs around the entire lake 
and many volunteers are 
working to put the event 
together. Even professional 
photographers are taking pho- 
tos and a local pilot has volun- 
teered to do a fly-by to get pic- 
tures from the air.

Citrus varieties now beginning to mature 


It won't be long until people 


that have dooryard citrus will be 
able to enjoy the fruits of their 
labor during the year. Some citrus 
varieties, particularly oranges, 
will begin maturing next month 
and grapefruits generally jd the 
end of October. 

It is important. thought t that. 
during the fall months, citrus be 
cared for properly to insure that 
the fruit which is still under devel- 
opment will come out perfect and 
tasty the way you want. During 
this time of year there are still 
enough insect and disease prob- 
lems around that, this could affect 
the fruit quality. 

Citrus should be watched 
throughout the year and serious 
problems controlled promptly so 
that they don't affect the trees’ 
growth or the fruit development. 
If you haven't taken a look at your 
dooryard citrus recently, make 
sure that you go out once in while 
and check the growth for signs of 
insects such as aphids, whitefly or 
scale. 


. : Also, wet weather has promot- 
ed a lot of disease this year and if. 
you séé brown spóts оп the under- 
sides of the leavés or small raised 
lumps or bumps on the newer 
‘growth, this could indicate i

_ have time to get well established 


copper fungicide is recommended 
and provides fairly good control. 
Some people who don't like to 
spray will pull off leaves or cut off 
infected branches and this, too, 
can work, particularly on small 
trees that you can reach easily. 

If you are seeing dieback in cit- 
rus, particularly if it starts on 
smaller branches and then gradu- 
ally works to larger ones, this. 
could indicate root damage from 
too much water. We are still get- 
ting enough frequent rainfall that 
trees planted in landscapes that 
have high water tables could get 
damage from roots staying too 
wet. 

If your tree doesn't have much 
fruit on it and it needs pruning, 
you can also do pruning this time 
„of the year. Most people that have 
heavily laden trees, however, will 
wait to.do heavy pruning until 
after the fruit is harvested. 

Many retail nurseries that sell 
tropical fruits have good supplies 
of citrus trees available, so if your 
are deciding that you want to put 
citrus into the landscape, now 
would be a good time-to purchase 
trees and get them planted. By 
planting citrus now, they will 


before early next year and you 
should get some flowers in 
February and March and enjoy a 
few fruit the next year with your

Many fruit trees, particularly 
thin skinned oranges, lemons and. 
limes are still having problems 
with fruit splitting and this is due 
to current rainy conditions or too 
much irrigation from sprinklers. 
Hopefully, this period of fruit split- 
ting will end soon as we move into 
October and into our dry season, 
but be careful about over-irriga- 
tion from sprinkler systems. 

Most citrus trees are typically 
planted in lawn areas and it takes 
sometimes watering two or three 
times a week to keep the lawn 
lookirig nice. Unfortunately, this is 
fat too much'water that citrus 
requires and you do run the risk of 

“causing root damage to your fruit 
trees while you are trying to keep 
your grass looking good. 

Some people will put their 
heads near the citrus that are only 
half-heads or three-quarterheads 
so they don’t wet the ground near 
the citrus roots and this would be 
а much better way of irrigation. 
Other people take out the grass 
entirely around the trees for quite 
a distance and leave this as clear 


or lightly mulch the area making 
sure the mulch stays at least a 
foot away from the citrus trunk. 
Sometimes where citiis are 
densely planted, no grass should 
be grown in these areas and the 
trees should. be irrigated by hand 
rather than by sprinklers for best 
results. Sprinkling systems that 
come on more than once a week 
often provide too much water for 
citrus and unless you have zones 
set up separately for fruit trees 
and lawns, you are going to end 
up with fruit trees that are very 


unhappy. +
